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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-26 and entry of new claims 27-46 in the preliminary 
amendment, filed 7/1 1/00 is acknowledged. Claims 27-46 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 27-38 and 40, drawn to a recombinant virus and a method for producing 
such, classified in class 424, subclass 93.2. 

II. Claim 39 drawn to a method of screening recombinant viruses, classified in class 
435, subclass 5. 

III. Claims 41-46, drawn to methods of using a recombinant virus in a cell, classified in 
class 5 14 v subclass 44 or class 435, subclass 456. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product of invention I can be used in a 
diagnostic method for monitoring cancer, making transgenic knockout animals, or in vaccinating 
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against tumors. In addition the methods of invention III can be practiced by substituting the 
TERT promoter of invention I with any one of a number of tumor-specific promoters, including 
e.g. prostate specific antigen (PSA) promoter. 

Inventions II and inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because combination invention II does not require the TERT promoter of subcombination 
inventions I and III. The subcombination has separate utility such as use in a method of killing 
cancer cells can be used in a diagnostic method for monitoring cancer, making transgenic 
knockout animals, or in vaccinating against tumors. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Groups II and III, and vice versa, restriction for examination purposes 
as indicated is proper.
